This year we had the roof of the Center School shin- 
gled on the front side. We also had the front of the 
South Montville School repaired and painted. 

Next year we must shingle the MacFarland Corner 
School and I would like to see the South Montville School 
painted. 

I recommend $100.00 for repair. 

There is a continuous decrease in the enrollment in 
our schools, yet with the increased costs they will be as 
expensive to operate. There were thirty-two children in 
the Halldale School in September 1941, and only sixteen 
were present at the close of the year. There are only 
eleven in that school at the present time. Other schools 
have had decreases but not as great. 

I am pleased and alarmed over the attendance. In 
most schools there has been a continued improvement in 
attendance over my five years as your superintendent. 
This is certainly gratifying, and shows what a good 
health program, and effort on the part of parents can 
do. When children are absent equivalent to two years 
during the nine they are in our schools, it is impossible

for them to go on to high school or to do good work in 
the grades. 

Last summer the government opened canning centers 
throughout the state. There was one located in Freedom 
Academy and one in Belfast. Many parents took ad- 
vantage of this canning plan at Freedom and as a result 
there were 136 cans of commodities available for the 
Halldale School with only a minimum cost for the cans. 
The South Montville parents worked with Mrs. Martin 
through the Belfast center and got a wonderful supply 
for the hot lunch program in that school. This is a very 
commendable enterprise, and I hope more work will be 
done through these centers next summer. If you are 
interested, Mrs. Martin or I will be glad to give you fur- 
ther information. 

Soon we will have to conform to certain O D T reg- 
ulations which we should understand. Due to the 
Shortage of new rubber it is necessary to curtail con- 
veyance to a minimum. When these regulations go into 
effect, it will be necessary for all children to walk out on 
the side roads to meet the bus, and no bus will be 
allowed to make a trip to pick up children who live with- 
in two miles of the school house. I hope all those in- 
convenienced will cooperate as it is either this or the 
forced closing of many schools. 

There is an extreme shortage of teachers in Maine, 
of which, you are all aware. The only way we can main- 
tain our schools is to make our teaching positions more 
attractive. When a high school boy or girl can leave 
school, and during the first year earn from thirty to 
fifty dollars a week, why should a young man or woman 
remain in the teaching profession for less than twenty 
dollars a week? There will be a bill presented to the 
present legislature asking for a minimum salary of 
twenty dollars a week for all teachers. If you are inter- 
ested in maintaining your schools, it would be well for 
you to ask your legislator to favor the passage of such a 
bill. |

The shortage of teachers becomes more serious every 
day. There are over fifty elementary vacancies in the 
state at the present time and there will be more each 


week that follows. 


We have been fortunate up to the 


present time in keeping teachers in our schools, but the 
time is approaching when we will have to close one or 
more schools or give a very substantial increase in pay. 


From government statistics: 
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“The paycheck of the average factory worker is to- 
day at least 80 per cent above the year 1939. Workers 
in shipyards have doubled their earnings since the last 
pre-war year. The net income of farmers will be this 
year nearly three times greater than the pre-war figure.” 

Many of our neighboring towns are paying salaries 
above our present scale and to avoid loss of teachers to 
those towns it will also be necessary to increase salaries. 

The maintenance of many small schools in the state 
is causing, in part, the serious shortage of teachers. A 
teacher who is teaching a school with ten or less pupils 
should be in one of the closed schools of the state where 
25 or 30 pupils are being deprived of their elementary 
education. It is a nation wide request that we make 
every effort to eliminate teaching positions where pos- 
sible. 

In Montville we have 70 pupils in our four schools. 
That number could be handled easily by three teachers. 


I wish we might find some way of regrouping our pupils ~ 


so that one position could be eliminated. 

Considerable planning has been done on a program 
for post war construction. The highway department has 
made its preliminary plans and so has the department of 
education, and each department has considered the prob- 
lems of the other. That is, the highway department has 
considered all roads used as conveyance routes in their 
program of proposed construction, etc. We all know 
there is going to be a period of unemployment after this 
war and that government agencies are going to put them 
to work. The areas that are ready to accept some defi- 
nite construction program first are going to be first to 
benefit while those that are not willing may not benefit at 
all. : 

A school construction program should not consider 
town lines. A school should be built not by a town, but by 
towns and should be controlled and financed by towns in 
proportion to the number of pupils accomodated or on the 
basis of property value of area served. 

In a post war program the Walker High School 
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Building would not be adequate for a high school to serve 
a post war program of instruction, but that building 
would make an excellent building for a consolidated ele- 
mentary unit to serve Liberty and a part of Montville. 

With post war buses and added new roads, it would 
be an easy matter to convey from South Montville, North 
Searsmont, South Liberty, Sherman Corner, McFarland 
Corner, and possibly Montville Center. 

This proposal is ideal and many areas will have just 
such facilities by 1950. Think about it, read about it, talk 
about it, and then you will be ready to act. 

High school centers are also being planned and 
Montville, with its 30 tuition pupils, should be a part 
owner and director of a central high school.
